D ear Senator: 
The Ways and M eans Commit­ 
tee of the House of Representa­ 
tives is considering a measure 
which includes 
a provision 
to 
subject dividend 
income 
to 
a 
withholding tax at the source. 
As 1 understand it the Admin­ 
istration expects by this means 
to be able to collect the tax due 
on that portion of such income 
which is now unreported. Inas­ 
much as such a tax is now lev­ 
ied on wages and salaries it ia 
proposed that dividend income 
be treated in sim ilar fashion. 
Because there are important 
differences in the age level and 
the economic status of the reci­ 
pients of these two forms of in­ 
come I trust you will consider 
the following points before cast­ 
ing your vote. 
There are in our country to­ 
day 
approximately 
68 
million 
employed persons. Their average 
age is well under 65 years. Their 
income derive* prim arily from 
their 
employment. 
Wages 
and 
salaries are periodically adjust­ 
ed to meet economic changes in 
our society. Most of these per­ 
sons have income tax liabilities. 
Due to the relative stability of 
employment tenure 
the 
collec­ 
tion procedure is not too com­ 
plicated or costly. 
There 
are 
approximately 
15 
million 
corporate 
shareholders 
in the country. The age of a 


m ajority of these 
is 
over 
65 
years. This group includes mil­ 
lions of retired persons: a group 
that 
is 
constantly 
increasing 
relative 
to 
total 
population. 
These persons, because of age, 
are denied the 
opportunity 
to 
earn wages. However they must 
live. Their opportunity to pro­ 
vide a living lies quite logically 
in the "dividend and interest” 
sector of the National Income. 
A great m any of them 
have a 
low. or no. income tax liability. 
Much of their income is fixed 
lacking the flexibility of wage 
income. As a result of these fac­ 
tors most of them need their 
total 
income 
currently. 
T h e 
possibility of eventually securing 
a refund check is of little assis­ 
tance 
in 
meeting 
their 
mini­ 
mum daily requirements. 
M i l l i o n s of shares change 
hands daily on the various stock 
exchanges throughout the coun­ 
try. The adm inistrative cost to 
the Government and to industry 
of processing these transactions 
would probably nullify most of 
the recoveries from those who 
do not report such income. The 
cost of all functions a n d serv­ 
ices. public and private, finally 
rest on the people. Why is it so 
im perative to enact 
legislation 
that would create m ore injustice 
than it would cure? 
It might be well to rem em ber 
that most dividend 
income 
is 
presently taxed at the source, 
at the rate of 52 per cent. The 
average tax rate of wage in­ 
come is probably much lower. 
Remember too that dividend in­ 
come is the "wage” of the re­ 
tired person deriving from the 
use of his savings from his pro­ 
ductive years. 
It is m y opinion. Sir. that a 
more 
equitable 
program 
f o r 
catching 
delinquents 
could 
be 
formulated than the one propos­ 
ed. I ask that you withhold your 
approval of this m easure a n d 
that you support a further study 
of the problem. 
For purposes of identification 
I am one of your constituents. 
I am not a member of a Cham­ 
ber of Commerce or labor union. 
The thoughts expressed are my 
own without gratuitous sugges­ 
tions. 
I ask only for an objective 
consideration of this measure.

AUGUST 15,1951 
On this date Palm Springs began preparation for World 
W ar 111 by seeing that its air warning system was in good 
working condition. An air raid warning test was sounded 
throughout the community. 


Local teenagers were warned to pay heed to the curfew 
in Palm Springs. The curfew had been set at 10 p.m., but was 
not being observed, according to police. 


AUGUST 15, 1941 
Engineers began work on the survey of a new three-lane 
road into Palm Springs from the W indy Point cu n e. At a cost 
of $150.000, the project was to be completed within a month 
alter it began. The project also called for a new bridge at 
Chino Canyon Creek. 


AUGUST 15,1931 
Local area residents were urging the construction óf a road 
from Edom-Thousand Palms area to Palm Springs, and among 
the backers was Charles Cooper, father of movie star Gary 
Cooper. 


With Nikita Khrushchev making 
like a M ad Russian, seem s to 
me we should all heed the ad­ 
vice of that old line we once 
used when practicing on a type­ 
writer:
